COAL BTORING PLANT UNDER
WAY AT XEYSER VALLEY,

%t Is Belng Constructed for the D,
L. & W. Company—D. & H. Has a
Bimilar Plant at Anthracite Park,
Carbondale—Large Number of
Welsh Miners Have Left Lacka-
wanna and Wyoming Valleys
Fresh Impetus Has Been Given to
the Spanish Coal Miners.

In Keyser Valley the Delaware,
Lackawannu and Western Hallroad
company I8 having erected o coal ator-
age plant, where 100,000 tons of coal
can bé stored to meet the demand of
such conditlony as confront them to-

day, when the supply Is Inadequate to
meet the demand of even local con-
sumnrs,

The Dodge Conl Storage company, of
Philadelphla, has forty men at work,
under the directlon of Superintendent
W. A. Yerkes, bullding two mammoth
conl trimmeoers, which will unlond flve
hundred tons of anthracite o day and
re-load the same amount ready for
ghipment in the same number of hours
if need be.

High up in the alr siands two eoal
conveyors, constructed of stecl, reach-
ing a helght of ninety-five feet in the
center, which will carry the coal und
enable the operators to cover a seml-
circle of space 625 feet In dinmeter,
The dlstance from the foot of each
end of the tresses I8 326 feet,

The surplus coal I8 to be unloaded
in two hoppors bullt In the ground be-
neath the radlroad tracks, 1t is then
conveyed by an endless chain up the
trusses and distributed in two piles.
As the coal starts up the trusses It is
distributed from a steel ribbon under-
neath the base of the truss,

The average drop of the coal will be
from two to five feet, Beneath the
trusses there i a serles of ralls on
which will be opernted & machine for
re-loading the coal. The machine is
bullt over the tracks, with another
endless chaln conveyor attached,

This conveyor brings the coal buack
to the re-loader and conveys It up Lo
anolher hopper above the tracks and
drops It into the car ready for ship-
ment. The services of four men will
be required to operate the machinery.
steel plates will be used in shoveling
the coal from the piles Into the con-
veyord.

The return hopper is reached by in-
cline channels fifteen inches deep and
twenty-four inches wide, bhuilt of struc-
tural steel. The entire machinery will
be opeputed by rope drivers and a
ninety-lorse-power Lrle engine. ‘The
steam will be furnished by the bollers
at the Hampton breaker. This engine
will operate both trimmerss and the re-
loader.

The Delaware and Hudson company
have In operation a similar trimmer at
Anthracite park, Carbondale, and the
Dodge compuny s now building trim-
mers for the Susquehanna Coal com-
pany nt Millersville, Pa,, and the On-
tario and Westorn company at Corn-
willis, N. Y.

Welsh Miners Leaving.

Over five hundred Welsh miners have
left Wyoming and Lackawanna valleys
since the strike, Some of them have
gone 1o the far wesl, but many have
to Wales. The demand fov
good miners In Wales is so great that
i good miner cun get work without
much effort. The majority of the min-
crs that leave the United States for
"Wales go to the Rhondda Valley, while
a good many go to the anthracite dis-
trict of South Wales.

A word or two as Lo Lthe anthracite
reglon of Wales will be of interest just
now. 1t is a scattered region and ex-
tends from Hirwain to Trimsaran. in
Carmarthenshire. It comprises forty
collleries, which provide employment
for about 7,000 workmen. The collierles
have an output of 2,000,000 tons per an-
num, and the increase in output last
yeur amounted to 17 per cent.,, as
against 1% per cenl,, which was the
highest in any other district, thus
showing that anthrvaclte eoal, or, as It
is culled In Welsh, “glo carveg," is
rapldly gaining favor us a house fuel.

[Indoubtedly there is w great future
for this particular class of coal for do-
mestle use, and it will certuinly be In
great demand when the proper appli-
ances can be obtulned for its consump-
tlon. At present there is a great deal
of competition between sellers of this
particular fuel and those of coke for
malting purposes. When the prices of
the coke are moderate purchasers gen-
crally give preference to the anthra-
cite, and vice versa, 'The western dis-
triet is practically unworked, but, as
the demand for the coul Increases, we
may ex;m-t to find a4 very large nums

The cooal storage yards now belng
Inld out and constructed by the Phila-
delphla and Reading Coal and Iron
compuny, at MeClellan, near Mlllers-
burg, 'n., will be the largest in the
world, Some sixteen towers wlll be
erectod with a total capaclty of over
S00,000 tons and the company has set
agide $00,000 for the completion of the
work.

A cablegram from Madrld says: “Tha
advance In the price of coal has given
fresh Impetus to the Spanish mines,
that were conslderably developed dur-
Ing the war with Ameriea. The output
of coal from 1888 was 2,672,000 tons of
lgnite and 70.000 tons of coke. The
total production for the first elght
months of 1800 shows an increase of
A0 per cent. The miners are worked
entirely by native capltnl, and the lack
of proper means of transportation alone
hinders the development of the vast
coil beds of the nine provinces."

A cablegram from London says:
“The strike in America has diminished
the pressure of forelgn competition in
export coal, and the midiand trade has
consented {o successive advances in
minera’ wages of 5 per cent. In October,
danuary and IFPebruary. Mine owners
have warned the wage-enrners that
these advances may be only tempor-
ary, as the price of coal Is unduly In-
flacted und cannot be maintained with-
out invelving heavy losses In genernl
manufrcturing and In closing many
factories.”’

The big Nescopeck creck has been
lowered s0 much by the protracted
drought so as to close down a number
of grist and saw-mills in Sugar Loaf
amd Black Creek townships, The water
power has never been known by the
oldest vesidents to be so weak. The
Tnrge saw-mill at Honey Hole has been
closed down for over a fortnight and
it's mow ten days since a wheel has
turned In Shellhammer's grist  mitl,
near  Mountain  Grove. At goveral
poinls in the stream there are only
ahout three inches of water, where it
was formerly several feet in depth.—
